Washington, Jan. 15-—The constitu- 


tionality of the employers' liability law 
passed by congress in 1909 was today 
upheld by the supreme court of the Uni- 
ted States in all cases before it. The 
court also decided that state courts may 
enforce that act when local laws arc ap- 
propriate. 


This was the second and finally suc- 


cessful attempt of congress to change 
the old common law that an employe of 
a common carrier could not procure 
damages from the carrier for injuries 
received in his employment when the in- 
juries result from the negligence of a 
fellow servant. 
The first law. that 


enacted in 1!)06, was declared unconsti- 
tutional in 190S because it embraced 
within its terms a regulation of intra- 
state commerce as well as interstate. 


The opinion was announced by Justice 


Vandevcntcr. He declared that congress 
had. the right to regulate the relation1 of 
interstate railroads to their employes. 
T-ongrcss had not gone beyond its power 
>y abrogating the common law rule 
that an employer was not liable for the 
injuries resulting to employes by the 
negligence of fellow servants.
